rimack river from Deer Jump 
Reservation, owned by the An- 
dover Village Improvement Society 
to the Lawrence line, 

The commission amended the 
article on the floor of town meet- 
ing to allow easements to be pro- 
vided for the construction of water 
sewer and power lines should they 
be needed after acquisition of the 
properties. 

Former Town Manager, Richard 
J. Bowen, spoke on several oc- 
casions, one of which was an 
article dealing with the rezoning 
of the area onthe Andover-Tewks- 
bury line on Lowell street. 

The area was zoned from shop- 
ping center back to single resi- 
dential. A. J. Tambone had pro. 
posed a shopping center there 
and the towa -rezoned it that 
way four years ago. 

Atty. Vincent Stulgis and Atty. 
John Christoforo, counsel for 
Tambone, asked the meeting to 
leave the area in its present shop- 
ping center category. 

Christoforo told the meeting that 
when the land was rezoned, the 
assessors increased the as- 
sessment and taxes on the pro- 
perty raising it from in the vicin- 
ity of $2,000 to $10,000 in 
revenue for the town. 

He said that Tambone planned 
to go forward with a $6,000,000 
complex, with most of the puild- 
ings in Andover. 

If the area was rezoned, counsel 
said, then Tambone would ‘‘slide 
the whole project over into’Tewks- 
bury which is already zoned for 
such purpose. Andover would still 
have the traffic from the business 
area, he said. 

Several persons spoke in favor 
of the rezoning, asking how Jong 
the town could rely on thé pro- 
mised center. 

Most vocal was Bowen, who said 
that he had proposed rezoning a 
year ago but that Mr. Tambone 
had asked him to wait since he 
was about ready to begin con- 
struction. 

Bowen said he had made mis- 
takes, this being one of them. 
He said maybe I made a mistake 
on Raytheon and I feel I made 
a mistake a year ago when I did 
not go through with the rezoning 
of this land. 

Atty. Christoforo answered that 
since Bowen had made these mis- 
takes, possibly he was ‘‘making 
a mistake this afternoon.’’ 

Bowen advised town meeting, 
**Put the shopping center in Tewks- 
bury, don’t put it in Andover.” 

The town responded on a vote 
of 231-65 on putting the center in 
Tewksbury and reclassifying the 
area as residential property. 

Bowen also spoke on an article 
which would have rescinded the by- 
law making an October meeting 
necessary. 

Selectman Sidney P. White, who 
moved the article, said tha‘ the 
total attendance at three sessions 
of the last October meeting showed 
97 per cent of the townspeople 
stayed home. 

Bowen said the meeting should 
be retained to assist in the order- 
ly process of town business and 
the maintaining.of the New Eng-

he classed as unique. 

Town Clerk Irving 0, Piper, 
spoke in favor of dropping the 
session, noting the considerable 
work placed upon the town clerk’s 
office, particularly this year with 
state elections coming at the same 
time as the meeting.

According to senior Cohen, a 
member of a seminar group meet- 
ing with the headmaster this win- 
ter, ‘‘When you come to him with 
an idea, he requires that you go to 
the work of backing it up, and 
defending it intelligently, but he 
is extraordinarily open to azew 
ideas.’’ 

West Pointer Kemper was a 
member of the Presidential Com- 
mission which recently and unan- 
imously advised President Nixon 
that the nation should switch from 
the draft to a volunteer army. 
The PA trustees include Scienti- 
fic American editor Gerard Piel, 
a prominent critic of the Vietnam 
War and a longtime advocate of 
disarmament. The trustees have 
just picked alumnus Congressman 
William Moorhead, Democrat of 
Pennsylvania, most noted for his 
Congressional fight to check Pen- 
tagon spending, to receive the 
Fuess Award for distinguished 
public service. ‘‘Doland’’ was 
unhappy that the award last year 
was no: given to Minister William 
Coffin, and Pediatrician Benjamin 
Spock for their anti-war efforts. 
Coffin is brought back annually 
to speak at the school’s chapel, 
where he is top drawing card. 

He was at the schoo! in the past 
month to preach, and to speak to 
seniors. 

The issue of creativity draws 
mixed reactions on campus, where 
some students feel there should 
be more free time for ‘‘creativity 
and self-expression,’’ 

The bogus Doland claims that 
the schoo!’s administration js 
threatened by real creativity, and 
worried about the attraction of its 
Arts Center for ‘‘deep intellec- 
tual people.”’ 

Art teacher Robert Lloyd dis- 
missed this as ‘‘adolescent dream 
rhetoric’? and Artteacher Gerald 
Shertzer called it totally false. 

Shertzer said the administration, 
far from feeling threatened by the 
arts center’s popularity, follows 
the policy of freeing its expanded 
art staff from other duties, so 
they can keep the Arts Center 
open for students evenings and 
weekends, 

Literary magazine editor David 
Cohen said he agreed-with ‘‘Do- 
land’? that there should oe more 
creativity, but said, ‘‘the oppor- 
tunities are there, but the course 
work piles up and you don’t have 
enough time for the sort of crea- 
tivity that isn’t geared to a speci- 
fic end result. But the school is 
moving, and opening up on this,”

The actions of the House last 
Wednesday clearly. demonstrated 
the way the legislative establish- 
ment can thwart the wishes of the 
people. Regardless of the out- 
come, if the roll call had been 
closed as it usually is at the end 
of the vote, no bitter after-taste 
would have remained. 

However, the ensuing, frantic 
twenty minutes, when strongarm 
tactics were employed to reverse 
the initial vote, negated months 
of effort to build the so-called 
image of the Legislature. The 
people are now fighting mad and 
have a.perfect right to be. 

As I said on the House floor 
Wednesday, a negative vote by the 
Legislature would force a 
Constitutional Convention, some- 
thing I have always opposed. I 
prefer, instead, individual amend- 
ments dealing with specific pro- 
blems such as this one. More 
than 15 amendments have been 
placed on the ballot during my 8 
years as Representative. Never- 
theless, I will now work for the only 
remaining method of reducing the 
size of the House - the Constitu- 
tional Convention.
